Be it therefoze Enacted by the Authozity of this pꝛeſent Parliament, That 
the ſatd Statute of Repeal, and every thing therein contamed, only concern- 
ing the ſaid Book, andthe Service,Ubminiſtration of Sacraments, Rites and 
Ceremonies contained 02 appointed in oꝛ by the ſatd Book, ſhall be void and of 
none effect, from and after the Feaſt of the Nativity of Saint John Baptiſt next 
coming: and, That the ſald Book, with the D2der of Service, aud of the Ad⸗ 
miniſtration of Sacraments, Rites and Ceremontes, with the alferation and 
additions therein added and appointed by this Statute, ſhall ſtand and be, from 
and after the ſaid Feaſt ot the J2ativity of Saint John Baptiſt, in full fozce and 
effec, accoꝛding to the tenour and effec of this Statute ; Any thing in the foze- 
ſaid Statute ofRepeal to the contratynotwithſtanding.

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r hath been the Wiſdom of the Church of England, ever ſince the firſt 


compiling of Her Publick Liturgy, to keep the mean between the two 
Extreams, of too much Stiffneſs in refuſing, and of too much Eaſineſs in 
admitting any variation from it. For, as on the one fide common Expe- 
rꝛrience ſnheweth, that where a change hath been made of things adviſedly 
A E. 1 eſtabliſhed ( no evident neceſſity ſo requiring) ſundry Inconveniences 


the Evils that were intended to be remedied by ſuch change: So on the other ſide, the par- 
ticular Forms of Divine Worſhip,and the Rites and Ceremonies appointed to be uſed therein, 
being things in their own nature indifferent, and alterable, and ſo acknowledged; it is but 
reaſonable, that upon weighty and important Conſiderations, according to the various exi- 
gency of Times and Occaſions, ſuch changes and alterations ſhauld be made thęrein, as to 
thoſè that are in place of Authority ſhould from time ta time ſeem either neceſſary or expedi- 


ent. Accotdingly we find, that in the Reigns of ſeveral Princes of bleſſed memory ſince the 
Reformation, the Church, upon juſt and weighty Conſiderations Her thereunto moving, hath 


yielded to make ſuch alterations in ſome particulars, as in their reſpective Times were 


thought convenient: Yet ſo, as that the main Body and Eſſentials of it (as well in the chiefeſt 


Materials, as in the Frame and Order thereof) have ſtill continued the fame unto this day, 
and do yet ſtand firm and unſhaken, notwithſtanding all the vain attempts, and impetuous 
aſſaults made againſt it by ſuch men as are given to change, and have always diſcovered a 
greater regard to their own private Fancies and Intereſts, then to that Duty they owe to the 
Publick. | | ; x 
By what undue means, and for what miſchievous purpoſes the uſe of the Liturgy (though 
enjoyned by the Laws of the Land, and thoſe Laws never yet repealed) came, during the late 
unhappy Confuſjons, to be diſcontinued, is too well known to the World, and we are not wil- 


ling here to remember. But when, upon His Majeſties happy Reſtauration it ſeemed probable, 


that, amongſt other things, the uſe of the Liturgy alſo would return of courſe (the ſame ha- 
ving never been legally aboliſhed) unleſs ſome timely means were uſed to prevent it; thoſe 


Men, who under the late uſurped Powers had made it a great part of their buſineſs to render 
the people diſaffected thereunto, ſaw themſelves in point of Reputation and Intereſt concerned 


(unleſs they would freely acknowledge themſelves to have erred, which ſuch Men are very 
hardly brought to do) with their utmoſt endeavours to hinder the reſtitution thereof. In or- 
der whereunto divers Pamphlets were publiſhed againſt the Book of Common Prayer, the old 
Objections muſtered up, with the addition of ſome new ones more then formerly had been 
made, to make the number ſwell. In fine, great Importunities were nſed to his Sacred Majeſty, 
that the ſaid Book might be Reviſed, and ſuch Alterations therein, and Additions thereunto 


made, as ſhould be thought requiſite for the caſe of tender Conſciences: Whereunto his Ma- 


zeſty, out of his pious Inclination to give ſatisfaCtion (fo far as could be reaſonably expected) 
to all his Subjects of what Perſwaſion ſoever, did gracioufly condeſcend. 

In which Review we have endeavoured to obſerve the like Moderation, as we find to have 
been uſed in the like caſe in former Times. And therefore of the ſundry Alterations propoſed 
unto us, we have rejected all ſuch as were either of dangerous conſequence ( as ſecretly 
ſtriking at ſome eſtabliſhed Doctrine, or laudable Practice of the Church of England, or 
—— of the whole Catholick Church of Chriſt) or elſe of no conſequence at all, but utterly 
f ivolous and vain. But ſuch Alterations as were tendred tous (by what perſons, under what 
pretences,.or to what purpoſe ſoever ſo tendred ) as ſeemed to us in any degree requiſite 
onexpedient, we have willingly, and of our own accord aſſented unto: Not enforced ſo to 
do by any ſtrength of Argument, convincing us of the neceſſity of making the ſaid Alterations : 
For we are fully perſwaded in our judgments (and we here profeſs it to the World) that the

if it thall be allowed ſuch juſt and favourable Conſtruction as in common Equity ought to be 
allowed to all Humane Writings, eſpecially ſuch as are ſet forth by Authority,and even to the 
very beſt Tranſlations of the holy Scripture it ſelf. 7 | 
Our general Ain) therefore in this Undertaking was, not to gratifie this or that Party inahy 
their unreaſonable Demands ; but to do that, which to our belt underſtandings we conceived 
might moſt tend to the preſeryation of Peace and Unity in A -ray, the prycuring of R- 
verence, and exciting of Piet and Devotion in the Publick Wollſhip of God 3-and the oF 
And as to the feveral Variations from the former Book, whether by Alteration, Addition, or 
orherwiſe,it ſhall ſuffice to give this general account, That moſt of the Alterations were made, 
either firſt, or the better direction of them that are to Officiate in any part of Divine Service; 
which ĩs chiefly done in the Kalendars and Rubricks : Or ſecondly, for the more proper expreſ- 
ſing of ſome wards or phraſes of ancient uſage, in terms more ſutable to the Language of the 
preſent times, and the clear n 1» why other words and phraſes, that wei either of 
doubtful fnififation, or gtherwiſe liable to miſconſtruction: Or thirdly, for à more perfect 
rendring ſuch portions of holy Scripture, as are inſerted into the Liturgy ; which, in the Epi- 
ſtles and Goſpels eſpecially, and in ſundry other places, are now ordered to be read according 
to the laſt Tranſlation: And that it was thought convenient, that ſome Prayers and Thankſgi- 
vings, fitted to ſpecial Occaſions, ſnould be added in their due places; particularly for thoſe 
at dea, together with an Office for the Baptiſm of ſuch as are of riper years; which, although not 
ſoneceſſary when the former Book was compiled, yet by the growth of Auabaptiſm, through the 
licentiouſheſs of the late Times crept e us, is now become neceſſary, and may be 
always uſeful for the Baptizing of Natives in our Plantations, and others converted to the 
Faith. If any man, who ſhall deſire a more particular account of the ſeyeral Alterations in 
any part of the Liturgy, ſhall take the pains to compare the preſent Book with the former; 
te doubt not but the reaſon of the change may eaſily appear. Yb 
And having thus endeavoured to diſcharge our Duties in this weighty Affair, as in the ſight 
of God, and to approve our ſincerity therein (fo far as lay in us) to the Conſciences of all men; 
although we know it impoſſible (in ſuch variety of Apprehenſions, Humours, and Intereſts, 
asarein.the world) to pleaſe all; nor can expect that men of factious, peeviſh; and perverſe 
ſpirits ſhould be ſatisfied with any thing that can be done in this kind by any other then them- 
ſelves: Yet we have good hope, that what is here preſented, and hath been by the Convoca- 
tions of both Provinces with great diligence examined and approved, will be alſo well accept- 
ed and 1 proved by all ſober, peaceable, and truly conſcientious Sons of the Church of

| , the teſt part thereof) ſhotild be read over once every 
year; intending thereby, that theQlergy, and eſpecially ſuch as were Miniſters in the Con- 
propation, wald {by often reading and rneditation in Gods Word) be ſtirred up to godlineſs 


themiblves, and be more able to exhort\ others by wholſom Doctrine, and to confute them 
that were Adverfartes to the truth; and Further, that the people ( by daily hearing of holy 
Siipture read in the Church) tmight continually profit more atid more in the knowledge of 
God, and be the more inflamed withthe love of his true Religion,” ks 
But tele matiy years paſt; this godly and decent Order of the ancient Fathers hath been 
fo aleved; broken, and negleed, by planting in unoertain Stories and Legends, with multi- 
tade ef Reſporids, Verſes, vam Repetitions, Commernorations and Synodals; that commonly, 
when any Book of the Bible was begun, after three or four Chapters were read out, all the reſt 
were unread. And in this ſort the Book of Iſaiab was begun in Advent, and the Book of Geneſis 
in Septuageſima ; but they were only begun, and never read thorough : After like ſort were 
other Books of holy Scripture uſed. And moreover, whereas S. Paul would have ſuch Lan- 
guage ſpoken to the people in the Church, as they might underſtand, and have profit by hear- 
ing the ſame ; the Service iñ Hs Chnretrof Eigland theſe man years, hath been read in Latin 
to the people, which they underſtand not; fo that they have heard with their ears only, and 
their heart, ſpirit, and mind havenot been edified thereby. And furthermore, notwithſtanding 
that the ancient Fathers have divided the Pſalms into ſeven portions, whereof every one was 
called a No#urn; Now of late time, a few of them have been daily ſaid, and the reſt utterly 
omitted. Moreover, thenumber and hardneſs of the Rules called the Pie, and the manifold 
changings of the Service was the cauſe, that to turn the Book only was fo hard and intricate 
a matter, that many times there was more buſineſs to find out what ſhould be read, then to 
readit when it was found out. 5 : 

' Theft Incdnyeniences therefore conſidered, Here is ſet forth ſuch an Order, whereby the 
fame ſhall be redreſſed. And for a readineſs in this matter, here is drawn out a Kalendar for 
that purpoſe, whichis plain and eaſie to be underſtood ; wherein (ſo much as may be) the 
reading of holy Scriptureis ſo ſet forth, that all things ſhall be done in order,without breaking 
one piece from another. For this cauſe be cut off Anthems, Reſponds, Invitatories, and ſuch 
like things as did break the continual courſe of the reading of the Scripture | 

Yet, becauſe there is no remedy, but that of neceſſity there muſt be ſome Rules; there- 
fore certain Rules are here ſet forth; which, as they are few in number, ſo they are plain 
and eaſie to be underſtood; So that here you have an Order for Prayer, and for the reading 
of the holy Scripture, much agreeable to the 3 of the old Fatbers, anda 
great deal more profiitedle and commotion, then that of late was uſted. It is more 
profitable, becauſe dere me leſt out many things, whereof ſore ave , forme uncer- 
tain, ſome vain and fuperiitiout; and nothing is ordained to be read, but the very pure

Word of God, the holy Scriptures, or that which is agreeable to the fame ; and that in ſich a 
Language and Order, as is moſt eaſie and plain for the underſtanding both of the Readers and 
Hearers. It is alſo more commodious, both for the ſhortneſs thereof, and for the plainneſs of 
the Order, and for that the Rules thereof be few and eaſie. 
And whereas heretofore there hath been great diverſity in ſaying and ſinging in Churches : 
within this Realm;ſome following Salisbury Ule, ſome Hereford Uſe, and ſome the Uſe of Bangor, 
ſome of ork, ſome of Lincoln; now from henceforth all the whole Realm ſhall have but one 
Uſe. 
And forafmach as nothing can be ſo plainly ſet forth, but doubts may ariſe in the uſe and pra- 
Ctice ofthe ſame ; to appeaſe all ſuch diverſity (if any ariſe) and for the reſolution of all 
doubts, concerning the mannethow to underſtand, do, and execute the things contained in 
this Book; the Parties that ſo doubt, or diverſlytake any thing,ſhall alway reſort to the Biſhop 
of the Dioceſs, who by his diſcretion ſhall take order for the quieting and appeaſing of the 
ſame; ſo that the ſame order be not contrary to any thing contained in this Book. And if the 
Biſhop of the Dioceſs be in doubt, then he may ſend for the reſolution thereof to the Archbi-

Hough it be appointed, That all things ſhall be read and ſung in 
the Church in the Engliſh Tongue, to the end that the Congre- 
_ . gation may be thereby edified; yet it is not meant, but that when 

men ſay Morning and Evening Prayer privately, they may ſay 
the ſame in any Language that they themſelves do underſtand. 

And all Prieſts and Deacons are to ſay daily the Morning and Evening 
Prayer, either privately or openly, not being let by ſickneſs, or ſome other ur- 
gent cauſe. „ 

And the Curate that mmiſtreth in every Partſh-(hurch or ¶ happel, being 
at home, and not being otherwiſe reaſonably hindred, ſhall jay the ſame in the 
Pariſh-Church or Chappel where he miniſtreth, and ſhall cauſe. a Bell to be 
tolled thereunto a convenient time before he begin, that the People may come to 
bear Gods Word, and to pray with him. 
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CEREMONIES, 


Why ſorie be Aboliſhed; and ſome Retained. 


Mur ſich Ceremonies as be uſed in the Church, and have had their beginning 
by the Inſtitution of Man, ſome at the firſt were of godly intent and pur- 
poſe deviſed, and yet at length tumed to vanity and ſuperſtition: Some 
entred into the Church by undiſcreet Devotion, and ſuch a Zeal as was 
without knowledge; and for becauſe they were winked at in the begin- 

ning, they grew daily to more and more abuſes, which not only for their 
unprofitableneſs, but alſo becauſe they have much blinded the people, 


| and obſcured the glory of God, are worthy to be cut away, and clean rejected: Other 


there be, which although they have been deviſed by man, yet it is thought good to reſerve - 
them ſtill, as well for a decent Order inthe Church (for the which they were firſt deviſed) as 
becauſe they pertain to edification, whereunto all things done inthe Church (as the Apoſtle 
teacheth ) ought to be referred. = 5 : 

And althoygh the boring or omitting of a Ceremony, in it ſelf conſidered, is but a ſmall 
thing ; yet the wilfuland contemptuous tranſgreſſion and breaking of a common Order and 
Diſcipline, is no ſmall offence before God. Let all things be done among you, faith St. Paul, in 
a ſcemly aud due order; The appointment of the which Order pertaineth not to private men; 


_ therefore no man ought to take in hand, or pum to appoint or alter any publick or com- 


mon Order in Chriſts Church, except he be lawfully called and authorized thereunto. 

And whereas in this our time, the minds of men are ſo diverſe, that ſome thinkit a great mat- 
ter of conſcience to depart from a piece of the leaſt of their Ceremonies, they be ſo addicted to 
their old Cuſtoms; and again on the other ſide, ſome be ſonew-fangled, that they would inno- 
vate all things, and ſo deſpiſe the old, that nothing can like them, but that is new: It was 
thought expedient, not ſo much to have reſpect how to pleaſe and ſatisfie either oftheſe Par- 


ties, as how to pleaſe God, and profit them both. And. yet left any man ſhould be offended, 


whom good reaſon might ſatisfie, here be certain cauſes rendred, why ſome of the accuſtom- 
ed Ceremonies be put away, and ſome retained and kept ſtill 

Some are put away, becauſe the great exceſs and multitude of them hath ſo increaſed in 
theſe latter days, that the burden of them was intolerable; whereof Saint Auguſtine in his time 
complained, that they were grown to ſuch a number, that the Eſtate of Chriſtian people was 
in worſe caſe concerning that matter, then were the Jews. And he counſelled that ſuch yoke 
and burthen ſhould be taken away, as time would ſerve = to doit. But what would 
Saint Arguſtine have ſaid, i he had {een the Ceremonies of late days uſed among us; where- 


unto the multitude uſed in his time was not to be compared? This our exceſſive multitude of 


Ceremonies was ſo great,and many of them ſo dark,that they did more confound and darken, 
then declare and ſet forth Chriſts benefits unto us. And beſides this, Chriſts Goſpel is fwot a 
Ceremonial Law (as much of Afoſes Law was) but it is a Religion to ſerve God, not in bon- 
dage of the figure or ſhadow, but in the freedom of the Spirit; being content only with thoſe 
Ceremonies which do ſerve to a decent Order, and godly Diſcipline, and ſuch as be apt to ſtir 
up the dull mind of man to the remembrance of his duty to God, by ſome notable and ſpecial 
ſignification, whereby he might be edified. Furthermore, the moſt weighty cauſe of the abo- 
liſhment of certain Ceremonies was, That they were ſo far abuſed, partly by the ſuperſtiti- 
ous blindneſs of the rude and unlearned, and partly by the unſatiable avarice of ſuch as ſought 
more their own lucre, then the glory of God, that the abuſes could not well be taken away, 


the thing remaining ſtill. 


But now asconcerning thoſe perſons, which peradventure will be offended, for that ſome 
of the old Ceremonies are retained ſtill: If they conſider, that without ſome Ceremonies it is 
not poſlible to keep any Order or quiet Diſcipline in the Church, they ſhall caſily perceive juſt

cauſe to reform their judgments. And if they think much that any of the old do remain, and 
would rather have all deviſed anew:then ſuch men granting ſomeCeremonies convenient to be 
had, ſurely where the old may be well uſed, there they cannot reaſonably reprove the old only 
for their age, without bewraying of their own ſally. For in ſuch a caſe they ought rather to 
have reverence untothem for their Antiquity, if they will declare themſelves to be more ſtudi- 
ous of unity and concord, then of innovations and nezv-fanglengſs, which (as much gs may be 
with true ſetting forth of Chriſts Religion) is aways to he eſchewed. Furthermore, ſuch ſhall 
have no juſt cauſe with the Ceręmonies reſervęd to be offended. For as thoſe are taken away 
which were moſt abuſed, and did burden mens confciences without any cauſe ; fo the other 
that remain, are retained for a Diſcipline and Order, which (upon juſt cauſes) may be altered 
and changed, and therefore are not to be eſteemed equal with Gods Law. And moxeover,they 
be neither dark nor dumb Ceremonies, but are ſo ſet forth, that every man may underſtand 
what they do mean, and to what uſe they do ſerve. So that it js not like that they in time to 
come ſhould be abuſed as other have been. And in theſe our doings we condemn no other 
Nations, nor preſcribe any thing but to our own People only: For we think it convenient, 
that every Country ſhould uſe ſuch Ceremonies as they ſhall think beſt to the ſetting forth of 
Gods honopr and glory, and to the reducing of the People toa maſt perfect and godly living, 
without errour or ſuperſtition ; and that they ſhould put away other things, which frem time 
to time they perceive to be moſt abuſed, as in mens Ordinances it often chanceth diyerſly 
in divers Countreys. |

And they that paſſed by reviled him, 
wagging their heads, and ſaying, Thou that deſtroyeit the 
temple, and buildeſt it in thꝛee days, ſave thy ſelf : if thou 
be the Son of God, come down from the croſs. Likewiſe 
alſo the chief pzieſts mocking him, with the ſcribes and el-

Ag held a conſultation with the elders and ſcribes, 
$2525pe and the whole counſel and bound Jeſus, and car- 
ried him away, and delivered him to Pilate. And Pilate 
asked him, Art thou the King of the Jews: And he an⸗ 
ſwering, ſaid unto him, Thou ſayeſt it. And the chief 
pꝛieſts accuſed him of many things: but he anſwered no- 
thing. And Pilate asked him again, ſaying, Anſwereſt 
thou nothing: behold how many things they witneſs a- 
gdainſt thee, Wut Jeſus yet anſwered nothing: ſo that 
Pilate marvelled. Now at that feaſt he releaſed unto them 
one pꝛiſoner, whomſover they deſired. And there was one 
named Warabbas, Which lay bound with them that had 
made inſurrection with him, who had committed murder 
in the inſurrection, And the multitude crying aloud, began 
to deſire him to do as he had ever done unto them. But pi⸗ 
tate anſwered them, ſaying, Will ye that J releaſe un- 
to you the King of the Jews: (Foz he knew that the chief 
pꝛieſts had delivered him fo2 envy) But the chief pꝛieſts 
moved the people, that he ſhould rather releaſe Warabbas 
unto them. And Pilate anlwered, and ſaid again unto 
them, What will ye then that J ſhall do unto him whom 
ve call the King of the Jews: And they cried out again, 
Crucifie him. Then Pilate {aid unto them, Thy, what 
evil hath he done: And they cried out the moze exceedingly, 
Crucifie him. And ſo Pilate willing to content the people, 
releaſed Barabbas unto them, and delivered Jeſus, when 
he had ſcourged him, to be crucified. And the ſouldiers led 
him away into the hall called Pꝛetoꝛium; and they call 
together the whole band. And they clothed him with pur- 
ple, and platted a crown of thozns, and put it about his 
head, and began to ſalute Him, Hail king of the Jews. 
And they ſmote him on the head with a red, and did ſpit - 
upon him, and bowing their knees, Wozlhipped him. And 
when they had mocked him, they took off the purple from 
him, and put his own clothes on him, and led him out to 
crucifie him. And they compel one Simon a Cyzenean, 
who paſſed by, coming out of the countrey, the father of 
Alerander and Rufus, to bear his croſs, And they bzing 
him unto the place Golgotha, which is, being interpꝛeted, 
the place of a ſcull. And they gave him to dzink, Wine min⸗ 
gled with myꝛrhe; but he received it not. And when they 
had crucified him, they parted his garments, caſting lots 
upon them, what every man ſhould take. And it — 
ir 


zd ſtraight way in the morning, the chief pzieſts S.Markxr.t; 
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third hour, and they crucified him. And the ſuperſcription 
of his accuſation was mitten over, THE KING OF THE 
JEWS. And with him they crucifie to thieves, the one on 
his right hand, and the other on his lekt. And the Scri- 
pture was fulfilled, which ſaith, And he was numbzed 
with the tranſgrefſozs. And they that pafled by, railed 
on him, wagging their heads, and ſaying, Ah, thou that 
deſtroyeſt the temple, and buil deſt it in thee days, ſave thy 
ſelf, and come down from the croſs. Likewiſe alfo the 
chief pzieſts mockfng, ſaid among themſelves, With the 
ſcribes, He ſaved others, himſelf he cannot ſave. Let 
Chꝛiſt the king of Jſrael deſcend now from the crofs, that 
we may ſee and believe. And they that were crucified with 
him, rebiled him. And when the ürth hour was come, 
there was darkneſs over the whole land, until the ninth 
hour. And at the ninth hour, Jeſus cried with a lond voice, 
ſaying, Eloi, Eloi, lama ſabachthani? Which is, being in⸗ 
terpꝛeted, My God, my God, why haſt thou fozſaken me # 
Aud ſome of them that ſtodd by, when they heard it, ſaid, 
Wehotd, he calleth Elias. And one ran, and filled a ſpunge 
full of vineger, and put it on a reed, and gave him to drink, 
ſaying, Eet alone; let us ſee whether Elias witl come to 
take him down. And Jeſus cried with a loud voice, and 
gave up the ghoſt. And the vail of the temple was rent in 
twain from the top to the bottom. And when the centuri- 
on Which ſtood over againſt him, ſaw that he fo cried ont, 
and gave up the ghoſt, he ſaid, Truly this man was the 
Son of God.

Uhereupon , neither 
the firſt teſtament was dedicated without bloud : foꝛ When 
Moles had ſpoken every p2ecept to all the people, actoꝛding 
to the law, he took the bloudof calves, and of goats, with 
water anTſ\carlet wool, and hyllop, and ſpꝛinkled both the 
book and ali the people, faymng, This is the bloudof the te⸗ 
ſtament, which God hath enjoyned unto pon. Moꝛeover, 

he ſpꝛinklod like wile with bloud both the tabernacle, and 
all the veſſets.of the miniſtry. And almoſt all things are 
by the la w purged: wich bloud ; and without — of 
ud 
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bloud is no remiſlion. It was therekoꝛe necefſary that the 
patterns of things in the heavens ſhould be purified with 
theſe ; but the heavenly things themſelves with better ſa- 
crifies then thele. Foz Chꝛilt is not entred into the holy 
places made with hands, which are the figures ok the true, 
but into heaven it ſelt, now to appear in the pzeſence of God 
foꝛ us; noꝛ yet that he ſhould offer Himſelf often, as the 
high pꝛieſt entreth into the holy place every year with bloud 
of others: koꝛ then mult he often have ſuffered ſince the 
foundation of the wozld ; but now once in the end ok the 
woz1ld, hath he appeared to put away ſin by the ſacrifice of 
himſelf. And as it is appointed unto men once to die, but 
after this the judgment: lo Chꝛiſt was once offered to bear 
the ſins of many; and unto them that look foꝛ him, ſhall 
he appear the ſecond time without lin unto ſalvation.

Andpilate asked him, ſaying, Art thou the 
king of the Jews : And he anſwered him and ſaid, Thou 
ſayeſt it. Then ſaid Pilate to the chief pꝛieſts, and to the 
people, Þ find no fault in this man. And they were the 
moꝛe fierce, ſaying, He ſtirreth up the people, teaching 
thzoughout all Jewzy, beginning from Galilee to this 
place. When Pilate heard of Galilee. he asked whether 
the man Were a Galilean.

perſons, either out of ignorance and infirmity, or out of malice and obſtmacy, 
be miſconſtrued and depraved ; It is here declared, That thereby no Adoration 
is intended, or ought to be done, either unto the Sacramental Bread and Wine 
there bodily received,or unto any Corporal Preſence of Chrifts Natural Fleſh and 
Bloud. For the Sacramental Bread and Wine remain ſtill in their very Na- 
tural Subſtances, and therefore may not be adored; (for that were 1dolatry,to be 
 abhorred of all faithful Chriſtians) And the Natural Body and Bloud of our Sa- 
viour Chriſt are in Heaven, and not here ; it being againſt the truth of Chriſts 
Natural Body, to be at one time in more places then one.

Twenty ninth of May, in the Year 1660. And in memory 
thereof, that Day in every Year is by Act of Parliament ap- 
pointed to be for ever kept holy. 


974 HE Act of Parliament made in the Twelſth, and contirmed in the I thirteenth Year 
of King Charles the Second, for the obſervation of the Twenty ninth day of May 
yearly, as a Day of Publick thankſgiving, is to be read publickly in all Churches at 
Morning Prayer, immediately after the Nicene Creed on the Lords Day next before 
every ſuch Twenty ninth of Aday, and notice to be given for the due obſervati- 
on of the ſaid Day. 
The Service ſhall be the fame with the uſual office for Holy-days; except, where 
it is in this Office otherwiſe appointed, | 
If this day ſhall happen to be Aſcenſſon- day, or Whitſunday, the Collects of this 
Office are to be added to the Offices of thoſe Feſtivals in their proper places; And if 
Alunday or Taeſday in I Hiſun-Hreꝭ or Trinity Sunday, the proper Plalms here appointed 
for this Day, infead of thoſe of ordinary courſe, ſhall be alſo uſed, and the Collects ad- 
ded as before; and in all theſe caſes the reſt of this Office thallbe omitted: But if it 
ſhall happen to be any other Sunday, this whole Office- ſhall be uſed, as it follow- 
eth, entirely.
